Grafton to Salem, and is of interest as 
a refutation of the report spread about 
three months ago that the Baltimore & 
Ohio was to abandon telephone dis- 
patching. 


Work itn Mexico.—All construction 
work in Mexico was retarded and tn 
many cases abandoned during the rev- 
olution. Letters from several engi- 
neers in Mexico indicate that there is 
little probability of new construction 
work being started until after the 
election and inauguration of the next 
President. It is understood that the 
Southern Pacific Co. is now approach- 
ing the city of Tepic with its line and 
that the connecting link to Guadala- 
jara will be rushed to completion as 
soon as the country becomes quiet. 
This work will not be started, however, 
until after the rainy season, or perhaps 
October. The revision of lines on other 
railways will undoubtedly be made if 
the country becomes quiet. 


The Atlas Car & Mfza. Co., of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, has recently delivered to 
the Westinghouse Electric & Mfg. Co., 
of East Pittsburg, Pa.. three steel cars 
of an entirely new design, the ioint 
product of the Westinghouse and Atlas 
Co. engineers and approved by the P. 
R. R. engineers, to be used for shipping 
Jarge transformers completely assem- 
bled, ready for installation and use 
upen arrival at their destination. 

hese cars are 35 ft. 5 ins. lone. with 
a capacity in the well of 130.000 Ibs. 
while for a load that can be spread 
over the entire car the capacity is 205,- 
960 Ibs. Notwithstanding this capacity, 
the floor surface in the well is but two 
feet. two inches above the tops of the 
rails, thus affording a maximum 
amount of clearance under bridges. The 
car frame is of heavy built-up steel 
wirders and the trucks are of 205,000 
Ibs. capacity with 6 x 11 in. journals. 
and are equipped with 33-in. rolled 
steel wheels. Center plates are of 
wrought steel and the journal boxes, 
riders, etc., conform to M. C B. re- 
auirements for 205,000 Ibs. capacity 
journals. Each car is equipved with 
Westinghouse air brakes and friction 
dreft gear and weichs 53.000 Ibs. 

The cars were built to take the place 
of the snecial cut-out steel cars, with 
strong center floors suspended at about 
axle height from heavy frames, with a 
capacity of 70.000 Ibs., built for the 
Westinghouse Co, some time ago, which 
proved inadequate for the large trans- 
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formers, 15 of which were ordered from 
the company by the Southern Power 
Co. To facilitate the shipment of these 
transformers the new design steel cars 
were built 


The annual report of J. G. White & 
Co., Ltd., of London, recently presented 
at the company's twelfth annual gen- 
eral meeting by its chairman, Mr. J. G 
White, shows the success of an engin- 
eering firm of American origin, though 
operating entirely as a British com- 
pany. The English company is the 
direct outcome of the successful opera- 
tions of J. G. White & Co., Inc., of New 
York, in foreign territory Organized 
in 1900, the English company was 
equipped to undertake the largest 
problems in the field of consulting, de- 
signing and supervising engineering 
and construction, as well as the opera- 
tion of public service properties and 
participation in financing such proper- 
ties. 

The English company has this year 
declared a total dividend of 12% on its 
preferred stock and 62 on its com 


mon etock, after which the net earn 
ings for the year have been sufficient 
to write off the balance of “purchas: 
of business” account and increase the 
special reserve and surplus account to 
an amount equaling the total dividends 
paid. This has been done after making 


ample provision for contingencies and 
without writing up the value of secur- 
ities owned Some of these securities 
have increased materially during the 
year, so that even greater profits were 
actually made, although not realized, 
and consequently, not considered as 
earned. The market value of the or 
dinary shares, par value fi, has in 
creased from #1 6s. in 1906 to £7 4s. tn 
1911. 

The chairman in his report stated in 
part: “The net profit for the 
amounts to £91,466, as against £64,801 
for last year; the quick assets of the 
company in the form of cash and loans 
against securities, amount to £136,331, 
an increase of about £18,000 over the 
figures shown in the preceding year 
This quick asset item is nearly double 
the total single creditor item on the 
other side of the balance sheet The 
figure for investments stands at £150,- 
781, which is also considerably more 
than twice the company’s total debts 
This item shows an increase of approx- 
imately £28,000 over last year 

The Worcester Polytechnic tnsititute 
of Worcester, Mass., has established an 
experiment station at Chaffins, near 
Worcester, where the institute's hy

draulic engineering laboratories are 
located, to carry out a long series of 
tests upon propellers, the faulty de 


sign of which is one of the causes of 
breakdown and accident in aeroplanes 
The tests are to be run under 
tions as they exist in working ma 
chines. 

The apparatus was designed by Da 
vid L. Gallup, Asst. Prof. of Gas Engin 
eering, who took as a basis the appara 
tus which has been used in testing cur 
rent meters. A large shaft is embedded 
in a boulder in the bottom of the lake 
which supplies water to the hydraulic 
plant. At the top of this shaft is a 
heavy boom, 84 ft. in length, which 
swings in a circle of 42 ft. radius, mak 
ing a circumference of approximately 
264 ft 

The propeller is mounted on one end 
of this boom, its axis being tangent to 
the circumference at that point, and is 
driven by a 75 HP. variable speed 
motor located at the center of the 
boom. At the present time the boom 
is turned on its axis by the action of 
the thrust exerted by the propeller, but 
later a supplementary motor is to be 
installed which will drive the boom at 
a speed up to at least 60 miles an hour 
at the tip. The tip speed of the boom 
or the velocity of the propeller through 
“the air is measured by means of a deli- 
cate electrical arrangement, and is 
checked by a Warner speedometer, 
shewing the speed in miles per hour. 

Tests are to be run on various makes 
of propellers to determine the relation 
between “standing” thrust and “mov- 
ing” thrust, or, in other words, the 
propeller will be anchored and the 
thrusts obtained for various sneeds of 
rotation of the propeller. Then the 
propeller will be operated at a definite 
number of revolutions per min., and 
various drags placed on the boom so 
that the speed of the propeller through 
the air will vary from 10 to 60 miles 
per hour. The resistance met with by 
the different shapes of blades in pass- 
ing through the air will also be inves- 
tigated, as well as pitot tube measure- 
ments to determine the variation and 
thrust from positions at the center of 
the shaft out to the tip of the pro- 
peller. 


Raliway Construction in Saskatche- 
wan.—An active railway construction 
program is projected for the Dominion 
generally and for ‘Saskatchewan par 
ticularly, in the present fiscal year. In 
Saskatchewan over 1.090 miles of new 
line will be laid. Last year, this prov- 
ince led the others with total new 
track amounting to 476 miles. Accord- 
ing to the plans so far announced by 
the three principal railroads of Canada 
Canadian Northern will construct, 320 
miles in the province, Grand Trunk 
Pacifie 342 miles and Canadian Pacitie 
about 350 miles, makine a total of 
about 1,120 miles In addition to this 
new construction work. about 1,350 
miles of new grading will be done. 

The announced extensions of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific projected this 
year for Saskatchewan are as follows: 
Melville to Regina, 70 miles; Battle- 
ford to Biggar, 50 miles: Regina to 
boundary line, 90 miles; Regina to 
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Moose Jaw, 40 miles, and Young to 
Prince Albert, 90 miles. 

Concernin the completion of the 
Grand Trun Pacific and the Grand 
Trunk from ocean to ocean, President 
Hays, who recently completed a six- 
weeks’ tour of inspection of the greater 
part of the system, says the line will 
be completed in 1914. This is a year 
later than the estimate made early in 
1910. Mr. Hays explained that in cer- 
tain sections of the line good construc- 
tion progress had been made while in 
other sections, owing to the difficulties 
presented by the rough country and 
also by a searcity of labor, construc- 
tion has been carried forward very 
slowly. 

Good construction progress has been 
made on the sections of the road run- 
ning through the clay belt of North- 
ern Ontario. The main section is com- 
pleted a considerable distance both 
east and west of Cochrane, a divisional 
point, and the present terminus of the 
Temiskaming Railway. On both sides 
of the line there is good grazing and 
farming land 

From, Winnipeg to Edmonton, over 
90% of the territory on both sides of 
the line is excellent wheat growing 
land, while the remaining is adapted 
to grazing. The present wheat belt 
and as yet unused fertile land of West- 
ern Canada, extends for about 200 
miles west of Edmonton in Alberta, 
and its opening will serve in time, to 
make of that town the distributing 
center of the Peace River region. This 
region is rapidly filling up with set- 
tlers 

The Grand Trunk Pacific, when com- 
pleted, will be made up as fellows: 
Moncton to Winnipeg (National Trans- 
continental, under construction), 1,805 
miles; Winnipeg to Edmonton, con- 
struction of which section is completed, 
793 miles, and Edmonton to Prince 
Rupert, partly constructed, 962 miles.

The most clear cut case of intent to 
Goon by agreement that has 
develope is that of the Steel Plate 
Association of the United States The 
committee had a printed copy of the 
agreement that provided for the dis- 
tribution of the tonnage’ of eleven 
producing organizations on a er- 
centage basis. As a partial off-set 
to the damaging character of that 
document, however, sworn testimony 
was made that the agreement was not 
signed by the members of the associa- 
tion. It was also reasonably estab- 
lished that all copies which had been 
distributed for signatures were called 
in and burned when it was found to be 
of an illegal nature. The following 
companies and per cent. of tonnage, 
are named in the paper offered in evi- 
dence by Mr. Stanley: Carnegie Steel 
Co., 46.25%; Jones & Laughlin Ltd., 
4.75%; Illinois Steel Co., 11%; Crucible

Co., 2.50%; Tidewater Steel Co., : 
Lukens Iron & Steel Co., 7.50%; 

Bros Co., 7%; Central Iron & 

Co., 8%; American Steel & Wire Co., 
5.50% and the Glasgow Iron Co., to the 
extent of sales up to 40,000 tons, should 
the company be able to accomplish 
them prior to Dec. 31, 1901. It also 
provided that each member should sub- 
mit a sworn monthly statement relat- 
ing to shipments, and for the imposi- 
tion of penalties when the apportioned 
amount was exceeded Any member 
who shipped beyond his allotment was 
required to pay 0.35 cts. per Ib. on 
such excess into the treasury of the 
association, and this was credited to 
members who did not ship their full 
share, to the extent of such shortage. 
A guarantee fund of $100,000 was 
formed to insure compliance with the 
agreement. This was provided by an 
assessment of $1,000 for each per cent. 
of tonnage allotted to a member. The 
testimony of W. C. Moreland, treasurer 
of the Jones & Laughlin company was 
most definite of any taken, in its re- 
lation to a continuation of the terms 
of the agreement after the copies had 
been burned. Mr. Moreland submitted 
an account of his company with the 
association which showed that in 1902
